Claims 1-21 lack novelty under PCX Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Imperial Chemical Industries PLC (EP 0 202 758 Al). 
Compounds claimed in the instant application have been disclosed; see examples in the Foraiulas on pages 17 through 22. 

Claims 22-1 14 lack novelty under PCX Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Su et al (U.S. Patent 6,130,323). Su discloses 
compounds of the instantly claimed invention; see LC-Biotin-NHSu in Scheme 4 in Figure 5.
